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7 Seaplane tips over in Lake Charlevoix

CHARLEVOIX — A seaplane flipped over during a 
water landing in Lake Charlevoix near the city of Char- 
levoix, Saturday. 

Ortonville resident Robert Lambert, 51, was flying the 
plane. The only passenger was his son, Jeremy Lambert, 
28, of Lake Orion. The pilot received minor cuts and Jer- 


emy Lambert was not injured. Both men refused medical 
treatment at the scene. 

The U. S. Coast Guard responded to the site of the crash. 
A neighbor’s motorboat transported the men to shore. The 
Charlevoix County Sheriff’s Office also responded. 

An investigation is ongoing by the Sheriff’s Office, Ma- 
rine Division. The initial investigation showed that the 
wheeled landing gear was still in the down position when 
the plane’s floats hit the water, causing the aircraft to flip 
over. The crash occurred at about 12:05 p.m. The weather 
was clear, sunny and about 60 degrees. The lake was calm. 

Sheriff’s divers continue the investigation and an assess- 
ment of any damage to the seaplane. The Federal Aviation 
Administration was contacted and results of the investiga- 
tion will be given to the FAA.

All three have at- 
torneys, some court-ap- 
pointed, to represent them. . 

Malicious destruction of 

tombstones is a five-year 


felony. If the vandals had 
committed the crimes at the 
age of 17 or older, it would 
have carried a five-year 
prison term. 

Court pre-trial confer- 
ences for two of the juve- 
niles are scheduled for April 
25 and May 2. A date for the 
third juvenile has yet to be 
set. These conferences are 
usually conducted over the 
telephone between the pro- 
bate court judge and the at- 
torney. 

The probate court files 
and hearings are open to the - 
public, unless the judge de- 
cides otherwise. 

Under the state’s juvenile 
code, the court is allowed 
with guidelines to order 


whatever action it deems 
_hecessary to change the be- 
havior of the minor. The 
court may keep the minor on 
probation for up to the age 


of 19.

BOYNE CITY— More 
than 100 citizens attended a 
public hearing on the One 
Water Street proposed ma- 
rina, many of whom voiced 
opposition to the project. 
Some of the reasons were 
the length and position of 
the docks, harm to wildlife 
and inadequate parking for - 
visitors. 

The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental 
Quality called the hearing to 
receive public comments

“When we designed this 
we spent time with the city 
officials and commission- 
ers. Some of you may not 
agree with this project, but 
I think we all know that the 
Jakes are not going to dry up 
and boats are going to go 
some place.” 

Krueger said he believed 
the project would create 
economic development and 
jobs. The marina proposed 
would conform to the Clean 
Marina Act with care taken - 
when the boats are cleaned, 
he said.

IDA program has a successful year

Petoskey office of 
Northwest Michigan 
Human Services Agency 
announces during the 
past year, seven families 
completed the Individual 
Development Account 
Program requirements 
and achieved their goal 
of purchasing their first 
home. 

This is a real accom- 
plishment, according to 
Keith Greenwald who is 
a Budget/Housing Coun- 
selor for NMHSA. 
“Each family completed 
18 hours of classroom 
instruction in homebuyer 
and financial fitness edu- 


cation, attended budget/ 
credit counseling ses- 
sions, and made regular 
deposits into their sav- 
ings accounts to reach 
their desired goal. It was 
not easy for many of the 
families to save money 
especially considering 
the tough economic 


timeswe are going 


through.” 
The program, for- 
mally called the Michi- 
gan Saves Individual 
Development Account 
Program offers people 
the opportunity to save 


towards the purchase of” 


their first home, for 
starting or expanding a 


small business, or to pay 
for college or vocational 
school. Enrollees make 
a minimum monthly de- 
posit of $20 per month 
for at least six months 
into a savings account 
set up jointly between 
the participant and 
NMHSA at Fifth Third 
Bank. Each dollar the 
participant saves is 
matched at a 3:1 ratio 
for home ownership or 
at a 2:1 ratio for small 
business or higher edu- 
cation. The maximum 
that can be matched is 
$1,000.00 

According to 
Greenwald, “We have 15 


families in the program. 
Each enrollee has made 
a commitment to attend 
financial management 
classes, participate in in- 
dividual budget/credit 
counseling, as well as 
make monthly deposits 
into their savings ac- 
count to reach their de- 
sired goal.” 

NMHSA has received 
funding for this program 
through a grant from the 
Assets'for Independence 
Act. The Charlevoix 
Community Foundation 
and the PetoskeyHarbor 
Springs Community 
Foundation have also

The funding source 
determines the eligibil- 
ity requirements for the 
program.

leaching into the 
ground, or running off 
into our streams and 
lakes.

trates. 

Contaminated drink- 
ing water high in nitrates 
can adversely impact the 
health of pregnant moth- 
ers and infants causing

Runoff from fertiliz- 
ers into our lakes and 
streams in the spring is 
primarily caused by the 
inability of turf grass to 
take in nutrients, leaving

occur through leaking of 
liquid fertilizers onto 
our driveways and side- 
walks, or a ripped bag 
which has spilled in a 
garage or storage shed.

Bicycling is a good ‘green’ thing to complete

In 1817, Baron Karl von Drais invented a prototype bicycle called 
the velocipede. 

This was a bicycle without the pedals. He used it to get around his 
extensive gardens more quickly. It was propelled much like a skate- 
board, by pushing off of the ground with both feet. 

Incidentally, the reason von Drais focused on inventing a horseless 
form of transportation is that the price of grain (used for horse fuel‘) 
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had suddenly risen in his native Germany. 

Could history be repeating itself, considering our current ongoing 
price increases for crude oil? The bicycle may just be the most effi- 
cient form of transportation ever invented. 

’ Even a person who is only moderately fit can make a trip of ten or 
fifteen miles in less than an hour on a good bicycle. With 

only an afternoon‘s education, even technically inept people (like 
myself) can learn to do basic repairs on a bicycle. 

They are very affordable, even for people of modest means. And 
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they are so easy to operate that a child can do it. One dexivback to the 
bicycle is that while it is excellent for getting an individual from one 
place to another over relatively short distances, it‘s not much help at 
carrying cargo. 

If you have to take anything bigger than the average briefcase with 
you, it‘s going to be difficult to do so on a bicycle. Fortunately, tri- 
cycles aren‘t just for children. In fact, the tricycle was invented for 
well-to-do adults in the middle 1800s so that bicycle enthusiasts 
could take passengers along with them.

CHARLEVOIX - Re- 
sults of a survey of this 
area’s high school 
sophomores and juniors 


~ are in, and for the third 


time, students have 
named alcohol and drug 
abuse as their number- 
one concern. 

The peer survey was 
conducted by Char- 
levoix County Commu- 
nity Foundation’s Youth 
Advisory Committee, a 
group of 16 students 
representing each of the 
five school districts in 
the county. 

Nearly 60 percent of 
Charlevoix County’s 
public high school 10th 
and 11th graders - a to- 
tal of 590 teens - partici- 
pated in the written 
study, which the YAC 
conducts every two or 
three years. This year’s 
assessment, distributed 
in February, included 
students from Beaver 


Island, Boyne City, 


Boyne Falls, East Jor- 
dan, Charlevoix, and the 
Northwest Academy. 

The survey is de- 
signed to give young 
people a voice in what 
matters, and a key role 
in identifying their 
needs.
